37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

In general, the prior art (Hoyle) was discussed in light of the claimed invention. Proposed amendments to independent 
claims 1 and 33 (also to be integrated into the remaining independent claims) were discussed in light of the Hoyle 
reference as well. The proposed amendment to claim 1 more precisely recited the selection of specific text in the first 
document to be marked up, "wherein the specific text is contextually associated with at least a portion of the selected 
keyword information." The proposed amendment to claim 33 more precisely recited the identifying of specific text by 
the same limitation as that proposed for claim 1, and further provided for displaying a selected pop-up advertisement 
"based on at least a portion of the identified specific text within the first document." The examiner agreed that these 
proposed amendments, if submitted formally, would distinguish from the Hoyle reference taken alone. Further search 
and consideration would be necessary upon formal submission. No agreement was reached regarding allowability of 
the claims. 
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
